Patrick's work i: more closely identified with the north than 
with the south. But hi: task in the south was doubtless that of an or- 
ganizer_of the-Christias communities already in existence, and a 
of circular letter has wme down to us addressed by Patrick abt his | 
two co-labourers to all the clergy of the Island. 

‘There is some evidence that he made a journey to Rome about 
443 and, in accordance with the custom of the time, brought back 
veluable relics. On his return he founded the church and monastery 
of Armagh.

St. Patrick was not without his enemies. Various charges were 
brought against him, probably by jealous British fellow-workers, but 
none of the accusations were such as to detract from his genuine piety 
and his faithful Christian teaching. 

Some years before his death in 461—which would make him 72 
years old—Patrick resigned his position as Bishop of Armagh to his 
disciple Benignus, and possibly retired to a piace called Sar where he 

the remainder of his life. The place of his burial was a matter 
2 dispute in early ireland, but it seems most likely that he was buried 
at Gaul.
